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A Renewed Focus on Housing Equity 





The last Board of Supervisors meeting of 2018 was jam-packed with legislation to protect both affordable housing and low-income renters.

Tuesday’s Board of Supervisors 
meeting — the final one of 2018, and 
the last ever for Supervisors Malia Co- 
hen, Jane Kim, and Katy Tang — in- 
cluded a slew of last-minute attempts to 
slide in major proposals before the end of 
the year. 

Among the mix of arguments were 
several valiant efforts to protect af- 
fordable housing units and low-income 
renters — which, if passed, could have 
sweeping effects on the city’s afford- 
ability crisis for years to come. 

Supervisors Aaron Peskin, Rafael 
Mandelman, and Norman Yee teamed 
up for one of them, which would in- 
stitute a clearer definition of “demoli- 
tion” across city codes to include any 
physical loss of residential housing, 
and institute a harsher set of laws and 
penalties for building owners who il- 
legally convert or demolish multi-unit 
buildings and replace them with mas- 
sive single-family homes. 

Lee Hepner, a legislative aide for 
Peskin, says that he has a list of more 
than 70 addresses that were once 
multi-unit but had since been demol- 
ished or merged to create enormous 
single-family homes, many of which 
sell for tens of millions of dollars. For 
example, 460 Vallejo St. used to bea 
two-unit building, until it was bought 
in 2014 for $1.65 million and convert- 
ed into a four-bedroom, five-bathroom 
home with a roof-level pool. It’s now 
on the market for $13.8 million. 

“It does not take a rocket scientist 
to figure out that in the middle of a 
housing crisis we must protect our 
city’s existing homes from destruc- 
tion,’ Peskin says. “This bad behavior 
will stop with this legislation.” 

It’s no coincidence that this leg- 
islation comes just one day after the 
Bi-Annual Housing Balance Report was 
released, which disclosed that for ev- 
ery two new affordable housing units 
built in the city, one is removed, most 
commonly through demolition, or by 
coming off the market after an owner 
move-in. In the 10-year span between 
2008 and 2018, an average of 350 
units were lost each year. 

In other words, those piecemeal 
new additions to the city’s affordable 
housing stock — nine units here, 

46 units there — aren’t necessarily 
making much of a difference in the big 
picture. 

“There are a lot of numbers thrown 
around these days about housing,” says 
Peter Cohen, co-director of the Council 


of Community Housing Organizations. 
“In this Housing Balance Report, au- 
thored by the Planning Department, 
we have the real story from the city’s 
own Building Permit data, Planning 
data, and Rent Board data.” 

This means that the countless hours 
of meetings, appeals, and protests 
people wage in efforts to increase the 
number of affordable units in new de- 
velopments are not actually having the 
sweeping effect on the overall housing 
stock activists hope they are. To radi- 
cally change San Francisco’s ratio of ex- 
orbitant-to-affordable units, there also 
needs to be significant attention spent 
on preservation of existing, rent-con- 
trolled stock. 

A repeal of Costa-Hawkins would 
have helped with this, enormously. If 
the city were able to legislate a rent 
control date more recent than 1979, 
we could increase our affordable units 
citywide by the tens of thousands. 
Between 1980 and 2016, it’s estimated 
that 32,000 rental units were built 
citywide, none of which are currently 
eligible for rent control thanks to Cos- 
ta-Hawkins. 
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In the wake of Proposition 10’s fail- 
ure, the city’s Board of Supervisors has 
to get creative within its limited scope 
of power, which is where this new an- 
ti-demolition legislation slides in. 

“The time of ‘two steps forward, one 
step back’ is about to be over,” Peskin 
says. 

Now that the legislation has been 
introduced, the Planning Commission 
and Department has 90 days to give 
comment before it returns for a Board 
of Supervisors hearing, most likely in 
late February. 


Peskin’s office isn’t the only one 
brainstorming ways to protect San Fran- 
ciscan’s abilities to access affordable 
housing. Supervisor Sandy Fewer drafted 
legislation to give qualified affordable 
housing nonprofits a first-right-to-pur- 
chase for any multi-family residential 
building and vacant lot that hits the mar- 
ket — as long as the end goal is to create 
or preserve permanently affordable 
housing. 

Called the Community Opportunity 
to Purchase Act (COPA), the legislation 
would be a major boon to nonprofits 





like the Mission Economic Develop- 
ment Agency, which has purchased a 
significant number of both small and 
big buildings across the Mission to 
preserve current tenants’ affordable 
housing. While MEDA has successfully 
bought big sites like the Redstone 
Building, it’s lost out to others, 

like 2820 Folsom St., a three-unit, 
rent-controlled building that was put 
on the market in 2016. MEDA lost its 
bid despite it being higher than seri- 
al-flipper Danny Sun’s, solely because 
they didn’t get their offer in on time. 
The 13 tenants now face eviction. 

“Acquisition of properties across 
the city is a tried-and-true approach 
to keeping San Franciscans in place,” 
says Karoleen Feng, director of com- 
munity real estate at MEDA. “COPA 
will add alternatives to the sale of 
buildings to investors, and reverse the 
trend of displacement in San Fran- 
cisco.” 

The catch: COPA is not exactly 
free. Fewer’s plan is dependent upon 
a decent portion of the city’s newly 
acquired and highly desired $181 
million tax windfall being allocated to 


this project to help nonprofits become 
competitive players against develop- 
ers. A first offer means very little if 
the second is millions of dollars more. 

But it does fit the bill for a one- 
time financial investment, which use 
of the windfall requires. 

“By giving affordable housing non- 
profits the first-right-to-purchase and 
stabilize rent-controlled buildings as 
permanently affordable housing, we 
have the opportunity to challenge the 
notion that homeownership is the only 
secure form of housing,” Fewer says. 


Last but certainly not least in 
Tuesday’s affordable housing efforts was 
legislation introduced by Supervisor Hil- 
lary Ronen that closes an eviction loop- 
hole used by landlords who are blatantly 
determined to evict residents from sin- 
gle-family homes and condos. (Neither 
are subject to rent control, thanks to 
Costa-Hawkins.) 

Meant solely to target those who 
are using “egregious tactics” to evict 
tenants, Ronen’s legislation clarifies 
that landlords do not have the right 
to raises the rent beyond what is con- 
sidered “substantial” — for example, 
far over market rate for a comparable 
unit — particularly if it’s done within 
six months of other attempts to evict 
tenants. 

For homeowners scared this will 
mean they can never evict tenants, fear 
not. It’s not a common type of case; 
Fred Sherburn-Zimmer of the Housing 
Rights Commission says they only see 
about 50 incidents per year that would 
qualify. And it won't be used lightly. In 
order to be chastised, landlords have 
to show a pattern of harassing and 
intimidating. 

“The burden of proof in San Fran- 
cisco for harassment is crazy,’ she 
says. ‘You have to have all this doc- 
umentation and there’s no enforce- 
ment, so this has a high bar.” 

For renters in San Francisco, 
these steps toward creating a more 
equitable housing stock citywide 
should provide a balm on the burn of 
Prop. 10’s failure, which garnered a 
majority of support in San Francisco 
despite failing statewide. With its loss, 
supervisors’ hands are tied in exactly 
how much change they can legislate — 
but they’re certainly finding ways to 
push new laws through any available 
loophole.

In an attempt to curb retail 
deserts across the city, San Francisco 
leaders introduced two complementary 
proposals to crack down on vacant store- 
fronts and speed up the permit process 
to bring in replacement shops. 

Supervisor Sandra Lee Fewer 
brought forward legislation on Tues- 
day that could help identify the full 
extent of the problem, which has been 
obscured by previous counts from 
the Department of Building Inspec- 
tion (DBI). Going forward, the city’s 
building code would no longer allow a 
simple “for lease” sign in the window 
to exempt a storefront from being 
considered vacant — which could re- 
sult in dramatically different reporting 
numbers. 

DBI has registered just 40 vacant 
storefronts in the last year, according 
to Fewer’s office. After seeing a depart- 
ment report that registered 25 vacant 
retail storefronts citywide in 2016 but 
none in the Richmond, Fewer led a 
crowdsourced count in April that iden- 
tified 156 empty spaces in her district. 

“You don’t have to spend more 
than five minutes walking down the 
Clement, Geary, or Balboa corridors to 
see four or five vacant storefronts on 
a block, and it’s even worse in other 
parts of the city,’ Fewer said at the 
Board of Supervisors meeting Tuesday. 
“When you have commercial property 
owners holding multiple storefronts 
vacant for long periods of time, that 
hurts all the other small businesses in 
the area who rely on a vibrant commer- 
cial corridor to attract customers.” 

If her plan passes, building owners 
would be required to register empty 
storefronts with the city — and pay 
the annual $711 registration fee 
within 30 days, rather than having a 
270-day grace period. Those who do 
not comply after receiving a warning 
will be charged another $2,844 — four 
times the initial fee. 

DBI will also conduct annual inspec- 
tions of vacant or abandoned commer- 
cial spaces and maintain a registry that 
the Office of Economic and Workforce 
Development (OEWD) has quarterly 
access to. 

Mission Street leads in vacancy 
rates, with about 14 percent of total 
storefronts between 2016 and 2017 
considered empty. An OEWD report on 
the “State of the Retail Sector” released 
in February found that 24th Street 
followed, with nearly 10 percent of its 
storefronts empty. Ocean Avenue hov- 
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A storefront on Balboa 
Street and Sixth Avenue, 
that previously held a 
coffee shop, sits empty. 


ered just above nine percent. 

Church Street wasn’t included in 
the report, but in April, SF Weekly 
counted at least 10 empty storefronts 
on a once-thriving block between Mar- 
ket and 15th streets. Remaining retail- 
ers, like the soon-to-shutter Aardvark 
Books, say fewer customers had come 
by in recent months. As the OEWD 
report found, businesses rely on one 
another for economic health; adding 
to one another’s foot traffic and a mix 
of uses makes for a healthy business 
district. 

“There are just fewer people coming 
into the neighborhood, because there’s 
fewer things to do in the neighbor- 
hood,” said longtime Aardvark em- 
ployee David Lugen in March. “I don’t 
ever remember seeing a vacancy in the 
Castro — this is a fairly new thing.” 

Supervisor Vallie Brown’s office 
is also working on legislation related 
to storefronts. Together, Brown and 
Mayor London Breed announced a 
new influx of almost $1 million to pro- 
vide services for small businesses and 
to investigate a space that sits empty. 
The Mayor’s office did not specify 
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where these funds would be allocated 
from but said it would be possible by 
“leveraging existing city programs.” 

Services would include lease negoti- 
ations and case management services 
with the idea of filling a pipeline of 
potential retail tenants. But the pair’s 
strategy largely revolves around help- 
ing new shops get through the per- 
mitting process faster, while allowing 
greater flexibility to mix and match 
businesses under the same roof. (It’s 
worth noting the parallels to Breed’s 
homelessness policies of expediting 
permits to build housing.) 

“It’s old news that retail is chang- 
ing,’ said Brown before the ordinance 
she co-sponsored was approved in 
November. “We need to support our 
merchants as they adapt. It’s import- 
ant that we as a city don’t get in the 
way of those changes.” 

If the proposals are a response to 
the proliferating commercial vacancies 
that devitalize neighborhoods, it’s un- 
clear how all new stores sped through 
the permitting process will thrive 
amid retail’s national decline. The 
OEWD report confirmed this trend, 
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citing competition with e-commerce 
and a shift of money spent on objects 
now spent on experiences and at plac- 
es like fitness studios. 

But owners of existing storefronts, 
such as David Quinby of The Riptide 
on outer Taraval Street, say the pro- 
cess is riddled with conflicting instruc- 
tions from different departments, and 
a financial drain. In The Riptide’s case, 
a 2015 fire meant fundraising from its 
loyal Outer Sunset customers to build 
the bar back up from the ashes. 

“Those of us that create these small 
businesses often operate with very 
limited resources,” Quinby said. “This 
new initiative from Mayor Breed is a 
game-changer for us.” 

In November, the Board of Su- 
pervisors unanimously approved an 
ordinance that allows different types 
of businesses to operate in the same 
space. Arts activities, limited restau- 
rants like cafes, general retail, personal 
service, retail professional service, 
and trade shops can mix and match 
starting in 2019. A good example of 
the retail environment to come may be 
San Franpsycho’s Inner Sunset apparel

shop, with its miniature coffee and ice 
cream bar. 

Pop-up shops can also obtain a 60- 
day permit to test the waters before 
committing to a lease. The ordinance 
applies to districts 1, 4,5, 10, and 
11 — neighborhoods like the Sunset, 
Richmond, Western Addition, Bayview, 
and Ingleside. 

Brown introduced additional legis- 
lation on Tuesday that would build on 
the November ordinance, such as al- 
lowing restaurants to rent space when 
they are closed. Though Fewer’s office 
was not aware of the planned proposal, 
legislative aide Ian Fregosi says they 
support the supplemental legislation. 

“The enforcement mechanisms in 
this legislation are vital to addressing 
our vacancy problem head on and com- 
plement ongoing efforts to streamline 
permitting and increase retail flexibili- 
ty so our small businesses can thrive,” 
Fregosi said.

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Legalize 
Hemp Now! 


Why Congress’ 2018 Farm Billis 
poised to be agame-changer — 
and from an unlikely source. 


Senate Majority Leader Mitch 
McConnell (R-KY) is human garbage. 

His reign of terror has lasted de- 
cades, but someday his tenure will 
blessedly end. When it does, we will 
look back at his time in office as a mas- 
ter class in undermining the will of the 
American public, full of obstructionism, 
a casual erosion of norms that led to 
entrenched governmental dysfunction, 
and the stealing of a Supreme Court 
seat. While nothing will change how 
history remembers McConnell’s legacy, 
Kentucky’s most disappointing son is 
currently poised to do a small bit of 
good in balance to his ceaseless tidal 
wave of evil. 

Currently awaiting a vote in Con- 
gress, the Agriculture Improvement Act 
of 2018 (H.R. 2) includes a section that 
would amend the federal Controlled 
Substances Act of 1970 to reclassify in- 
dustrial hemp plants that are currently 
Schedule I controlled substances. To be 
clear, this bill — if passed — would not 
alter the federal status of marijuana. 


Only plants containing 0.3-percent 
THC or less would qualify, but the po- 
tential for H.R. 2 (commonly known as 
the 2018 Farm Bill) to remake the land- 
scape is still a huge deal. 

For those trying valiantly to recall 
the distinction between hemp and 
“marihuana” — still the official termi- 
nology used by the DEA — the simple 
answer is that cannabis comes in two 
varieties. 

While hemp is rich in the cannabi- 
noid CBD, it has only a fraction of the 
THC found in cannabis plants cultivat- 
ed for consumption. The 2014 Farm 
Bill — which was the last time Congress 
tackled agriculture in a comprehensive 
way — made it possible for some hemp 
and CBD to be produced domestically, 
but a large percentage of the CBD we 
now see in products ranging from dog 
biscuits to skincare lotions is imported. 

It appears Mitch McConnell is ready 
to bring those dollars back home. His- 
torically, Kentucky had been 
the nation’s leading producer 
of hemp, and with tobacco — 
another Bluegrass State cash 
crop — falling out of favor 
nationwide, farmers have 
clamored for a viable alter- 
native. So from McConnell’s 
perspective, legalizing hemp 
may be constituent services 
rather than some genuinely 
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principled stand on the injustices of the 
Drug War — but we'll take it. 

In a June speech on the Senate floor, 
McConnell noted that since 2016, U.S. 
retail sales of hemp products — a cate- 
gory that covers everything from CBD 
to fabrics, fuel, and paper — totaled 
“approximately $688 million.” Given 
that hemp’s inclusion in the Controlled 
Substances Act of 1970 was partly the 
result of the Nixon administration's 
efforts to disenfranchise minorities by 
banning cannabis altogether, the 2018 
Farm Bill is a course correction 48 years 
in the making. 

While the cannabis industry contin- 
ues to wait for the day when cannabis 
in all its varied forms is formally legal- 
ized on a federal level, the possibility of 
a legalized domestic industrial hemp in- 
dustry isn’t simply a consolation prize. 

“This represents a significant and 
long overdue shift in U.S. policy,” 
NORML Political Director 
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Justin Strekal said in a November press 
release. “Now it is time for lawmakers 
to craft simple benchmark safety and 
quality standards for hemp-derived 
CBD in order to increase consumer 
satisfaction and confidence as this na- 
scent industry transitions into a legal 
marketplace.” 

In addition to Strekal’s valid con- 
cerns about establishing standards 
when it comes to CBD, another contro- 
versial element to the legislation came 
in the form of a provision that would 
have barred felons from growing hemp. 

According to McClatchy, Sen. Ron 
Wyden (D-OR) was “an architect of the 
new felony compromise.” In the newest 
version of the bill, felons must wait 10 
years from the date of their conviction 
to start growing hemp. 

In a letter submitted to members 
of both chambers of Congress, fellow 
Kentucky senator Rand Paul noted 

that no other agricultural 
commodities have any 
such restrictions in place. 
Further support from Sen. 
Cory Booker (D-NJ) and 
Sen. Jeff Merkley (D-OR) 
likely helped turn the tide 
on ensuring that all inter- 
ested parties would even- 
tually have the opportu- 
nity to participate in the 
industrial hemp industry. 


To put that into dollars, a September 
report from the Brightfield Group re- 
search firm indicates that should H.R. 
2 pass, hemp-derived CBD alone may 
generate $22 billion annually by 2022. 

H.R. 2 is also notable for language 
that transfers the power of regulation 
away from the federal government 
and into the hands of individual 
states — a majority of which have 
already established permitting pro- 
cedures. You can easily imagine the 
bill that ultimately legalizes cannabis 
working in a similar fashion, with 
Congress leaving it up to each state 
to decide how they want to handle 
things. 

At present, pundits still anticipate 
a vote on the 2018 Farm Bill before 
the end of the year. In fact, it is pos- 
sible that matters could be decided 
as soon as this week — and in years 
past, it’s often been referred to as 
“must-pass” legislation, although not 
without agonizing compromises and 
byzantine twists. If it does pass, it will 
also mean that Mitch McConnell may 
finally be able to say with a straight 
face that he’s actually done something 
that benefits the American people.

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What is a ‘reasonable’ 
workplace accommodation?

This week’s question comes from Janet M. 
in South San Francisco, who asks: 


Q: “| work fora large contracting firm that 
does business with the state and other large 
businesses doing civil engineering and build- 
ing projects. |am not management and am 
part of a union. | have developed a condition 
known as Chronic Obstructive Pulmonary 
Disease (COPD), which affects my breathing. 
some of the jobs that we work on have a lot 
of dust, and others use chemical adhesives 
that make it difficult for me to breath. My job 
doesn't involve any of the work that Is di- 
rectly involved with these Irritants, but | am 
occasionally required to go onto job sites 
where | am exposed. There are three other 
people who do my job, too, and | am the sec- 
ond-most senior. They could do some 
job-shifting that would allow me to pick up 
part of my co-worker's responsibilities, and 
they mine, so | would not be exposed to 
these triggers. My doctor recommended | 
ask for this change in my job. | asked my su- 
pervisor, who said no. When | asked her if | 
could then go home sick when | have a COPD 
attack, she said no. She is mad because | 
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have had to take afternoons off when | am 
exposed to these conditions, as It is difficult 
for me to breath. She says that | have ex- 
ceeded the number of absences allowed un- 
der the collective bargaining agreement 
(CBA). If | miss another day of work, she is 
going to move to have me terminated for ‘job 
abandonment.’ | said | was going to go to an 
attorney, and she said that | was bound un- 
der my union's CBA agreement to use the ad- 
ministrative process set forth in the CBA. My 
union representative is of no help and says 
they aren't going to file a grievance unless 
and until | am fired. This isn’t fair. What 
rights do | have?” 


A: Janet, some of these questions are like 
the law school exams | took 26 years ago. 
Your question involves a complex analysis 
under the American's with Disabilities Act 
(ADA) and tts California equivalent, the Cali- 
fornia Fair Employment and Housing Act 
(FEHA). Since California's law is more expan- 
sive than the ADA, and provides greater 
worker protections, | will focus on FEHA in 
my analysis. While | have handled hundreds 
of similar cases, this is not a full legal evalu- 
ation; you should contact a trial lawyer with 
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experience in handling these cases. Addi- 
tionally, your question involves the Califor- 
nia Family Rights Act, which allows people 
to take up to 12 weeks of leave for their or 
a close family member's serious health 
condition or child-bonding. There simply Is 
not enough space in my column to address 
these issues this week. 

First, your boss Is wrong in claiming the 
CBA precludes you from seeking remedies 
outside that agreement. Your avenue for 
relief is not limited to the CBA grievance 
process. An arbitration agreement may af- 
fect that, but for the purposes of this analy- 
sis, | will assume there Is no arbitration 
where you waived your rights to bring a civil 
action and a right to a jury trial. 

State law discrimination claims based on 
protected classifications such as race, age, 
sex and disability are not barred by a CBA 
unless interpretation of the CBA is required. 
Here, you have not provided any facts that 
lead me to believe you are making claims 


that would be covered by the CBA; therefore, 


it’s likely that the CBA does not prevent you 
from pursuing civil remedies with a private 
lawyer in court or through the FEHA, which 
can handle complaints of this type. 

Your case appears to fall squarely within 
FEHAs disability protections. To qualify as a 
disabled person entitled to protection, you 
must show that you are limited in one or 
more major life functions and that you are 
otherwise qualified to preform the essential 
functions of your job with a reasonable ac- 
commodation. Your COPD should qualify you 
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as disabled, as It interferes with your breath- 
ing and working. Given that you have been 
performing the essential functions of your 
job, it appears that you qualify as a person 
with a disability entitled to protection under 
FEHA. Reasonable accommodations can in- 
clude time off work, restructuring of your job 
to eliminate or reassign non-essential job 
functions and other modifications. An em- 
ployer is not required to create a new job or 


disregard a seniority system set out ina CBA. 


An employer who has reason to know or 
suspect a disability, and every employee 
with a disability who seeks an accommoda- 
tion, must engage In a good-faith interactive 
process to try and Identify accommodations 
that might allow continued employment. 
However, an employer's obligation to accom- 
modate a disability is not unlimited, and the 
employee Is not entitled to insist on a spe- 
cific accommodation and refuse to consider 
others. An employer can refuse an accom- 
modation if it is “unreasonable.” Some ex- 
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amples in which requested 
accommodations have been upheld as un- 
reasonable include the taking of indefinite 
leave and demanding there be a reassign- 
ment to a different supervisor. A determina- 
tion of reasonability considers the impact 
of the accommodation on the employer, in- 
cluding the size of the employer, their finan- 
Clal resources and the nature of the 
accommodation. The larger the employer, 
the more difficulty they have in advancing 
an unreasonableness defense. 

If the interactive process breaks down, 
the law will look to see who Is responsible 
for the breakdown. If it's the employer, then 
they may be held liable for damages. If it’s 
you, you may be precluded from continued 
pursuit of your legal action. 

Your employer is precluded from retaliat- 
ing against you for requesting an accommo- 
dation. 

Janet, | think your rights are being vio- 
lated. Go immediately to human resources 
and make sure they know you have a disabil- 
ity, that you need an accommodation and 
that you believe that you are being discrimi- 
nated against, harassed and retaliated 
against by your supervisor because of your 
disability. Perhaps giving them a copy of this 
article might help. | also strongly recommend 
that you contact a plaintiff's employment 
trial lawyer to help you through this process.

TOKIMONSTA

it mean to suffer from an ailment that is almost 
beautiful, if in a terrifying, life-threatening way? 
What does it mean when complications from that 
disease strike at your abilities as an artist?

Moyamoya disease develops when 
a blockage of an artery in the base of 
the brain forces auxiliar blood vessels 
to grow in size, in order to provide that 
crucial organ with the necessary oxy- 
gen. In X-rays, those blood vessels can 
appear like a puff of smoke, which is 
what “moyamoya’” means in Japanese. 
If untreated, the condition is fatal. 

Moyamoya doesn't have the sub- 
limely mindless terror of a virus, those 
possibly-not-even-fully-alive agents 
that cannot metabolize or excrete on 
their own, but only rewire our cells to 
make copies of themselves. (They’re 
almost like crystals.) Instead, it can 
almost be read as the human body 
valiantly attempting to keep itself alive 
by finding a workaround to a serious 
problem, only to injure itself further. 
And its effects almost beg for the tow- 
er of metaphor to come crashing down 
on it. while Lee is candid about it now, 
for a period after her illness and initial 
recovery, she didn’t tell anyone what 
she had been through — even though 
it had nearly destroyed her ability to 
comprehend and appreciate music. As 
her injured brain healed, she has said, 
music sounded like unpleasant metallic 
noise. 

That experience has filtered through 
her subsequent work. Whether it’s an 
inborn trait or something her battle 
with illness gave her, Lee conveys a 
sense of groundedness. If you thank 
her for a fantastic DJ set, she replies, 
“Thank you for being present!” She has 
had several high-profile collaborations 
throughout her career, including bring- 
ing festival headliner Anderson .Paak 
on stage during her set at Lightning 
in a Bottle this year. Since her time at

the Red Bull Music Academy, she has 
put out five full-length records, with 
2017’s Luna Rouge being a document of 
her malady. 2018 hasn’t been a normal 
year, though. 

“This year has been the year of re- 
mixes for me,” Lee says. “I didn’t put 
out any solo music, but I think by the 
end of the year, I'll have five remixes 
out, including one for George Fitz- 
gerald, who’s an artist that I’m really 
excited about. Across the pond, he’s a 
really big deal.” 

She'll perform on New Year’s Eve 
at the Midway, on a fantastic bill that 
includes Little Dragon, Mayan Warrior, 
and Modeselektor — an artist she 
remembers from a lecture during her 
Red Bull days, which has stuck with 
her years later for being inspiring and 
enlightening. That’s a fair distance 
from where she started, as a classically 
trained pianist. 

Lee once referred to classical musi- 
cianship as being a “highly paid cover 
artist,” and she’s thrilled to have her 
childhood instrument come back to 
her. She’d recently moved house, and 
while it had only been down the block 
at a friend’s house, she was finally able 
to welcome her piano back into her 
home. As a kid, she would alternate 
Chopin and Schubert with Westside 
Connection on her Discman, she says, 
and hints of that influence began 
creeping up on Luna Rouge. However 
maligned pianos may be in a rock idi- 
om, and they can certainly be gaseous, 
they can bring heft and genuine emo- 
tion to electronic music. 

“T have composed maybe four clas- 
sical ideas, but haven’t really figured 
out what I plan to do with them,” Lee 
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says. ‘My hope in the future would be 
to release and album that is classical 

at heart, but I haven’t trained as a 
classical musician in a while and I’m 
not active in the classical scene, so it 
would be my interpretation of what 

I would consider classical. But in my 
music, going forward, I find myself 
using more piano — not synth sounds, 
actual piano.” 

Whatever the individual com- 
ponents, a TOKiMONSTA set has a 
definitive beginning, middle, and end. 
It is linear and methodical, and she’s 
there, on the decks, smiling like a be- 
nevolent priestess. (This was definitely 
the case at Lightning in a Bottle, when 
she followed Monolink in probably the 
best back-to-back sets of the festival.) 
Lee compares it to the way classical 
music, except for the very oldest stuff, 
operates. 

“I do process it sometimes by let- 
ting everyone know we are going on 
this journey — we're going on this 
journey together,” she says. “And it 
will never happen again. Even if we 
meet again, or if someone's present 
for another show, it will be a different 
environment with a different group of 
people. 

“When you saw me at Lightning in 
a Bottle, that was just then,” she adds. 
“It doesn’t mean it’s better or worse.” 

Lee seldom records her sets, and 
seems to prefer that no one else record 
them, either. All she will say of a venue 
or a promoter that does it without 
her permission is that it’s “usually 
not chill,” but one exception is The Do 
LaB, the producers of Lightning in a 
Bottle who maintain their own stage at 
Coachella. 

“T don't really post any of it online,” 
she says. “I want people to be present 
adn to really be there.” 

This doesn’t always sit well with her 
fans, who may not have the means or 
the time to travel to see TOKiIMONSTA 
shows around the world. But she takes 
a serene approach. 


“It’s not farfetched to say that I 
might not be able to play someplace 
closer,” she says, “but people are always 
surprised at the lengths I go to to be 
present for people. I always hope that 
people show up.” 

By her own admission, this comes 
back to moyamoya. After she chose 
to make her illness public — and she 
mentioned it at L.I.B., too — Lee went 
through a phase where discussing it 
would make her “visibly and noticeably 
upset.’ She refers to her candor as 
“taking on the responsibility of sharing 
it with people,” which is a profoundly 
humane way of grappling with some- 
thing that other people might simply 
say is simply too traumatic to bring up. 

“But I think addressing it again 
proved that it really had a very strong 
impact on my psyche and my willpower 
and my emotional resilience,” she says. 
“T wasn’t as resilient as I thought I was 
— and even to this day, it’s become 
easier. By sharing my story, it became 
therapy, because I had to talk about it 
over and over and over again, to the 
point where I was able to look at it 
more objectively and not be taken by 
it, basically.” 

While unpacking after her move, 
apart from reacquiring her piano, Lee 
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also came upon a notepad she had kept 
while in the hospital. She was capable 
of drawing, but writing was more dif- 
ficult. 

‘All I wrote down through this en- 
tire thing was that I was bored, over 
and over,’ she says. “And I was spelling 
‘bored’ incorrectly. I think I spelled 
B-O-R-E-D. I’m fully capable of spelling 
‘bored’ correctly — it’s not the most 
difficult thing in the repertoire of 
words.” 

She also used the notepad as a sort 
of cheat sheet. Every hour or two, 
doctors would rouse her to perform 
simple neurological tests, pointing 
to their watches and asking her what 
they were called, or asking her where 
she was. She wasn't able to answer in a 
satisfying way until she forced herself 
to write down the answers, then read 
them. 

“It kind of defeats the purpose, but 
I didn’t toss it — I kept it,” Lee says of 
the notepad. “It was a good reminder 
of my state of mind, because at the end 
of the day, these things we go through 
become memories.” 

Ever since then, in the little mis- 
takes she’s made, Lee reminds herself 
to be responsible in whatever she 
does because she’s only here because 
of luck. And even when recollections 
of that period “transport me back to 
the hardship of that time,” she is filled 
with nothing short of the joy of being 
alive, of never stepping into the same 
river twice, of having time when in her 
recent past it seemed like there might 
not be time. What a terrific perspective 
for an artist whose next duty is to con- 
vey a few thousand people into 2019, a 
year we all hope is a better one.

Every year on Dec. 31, Americans bundle 


up and brave the crowds — or put on pajamas and 
hunker down in front of the TV — for one reason 
only: the explosives that light up the night sky and 
mark a new year. 

Installations for San Francisco’s six-figure, 
New Year’s Eve firework display begin at least 
two days in advance. All told, more than 20 peo- 
ple install the explosives on a barge in the Bay, 
all for the colorful, 15-minute display. 

It’s a tradition that’s lasted more than 60 
years, and behind every show is one family: the 
Souzas. In the early 1900s, Manuel de Souza’s 
penchant for colorful explosives earned him 
enough dough to put food on the table — and 
then some. A Portuguese immigrant from the 
Azores, he was known in San Francisco as “Papa- 
gaio.” His firework displays were accompanied by 
carefully curated music, and in a city that’s always 
loved to party, his business thrived. 

Decades later, that hasn’t changed. Pyro 
Spectaculars is the largest firework company on 
the West Coast, staging more than 400 displays 
every July 4. Papagaio’s great grandson, James 
Souza, carries on the business with his two eldest 
sons, and they’re busy year-round handling July 
4 events, openings for the Philharmonic Orches- 
tra, local sporting events, and even travel for the 
Olympics. (They’ve also since dropped the qua- 
si-aristocratic “de” from their family’s surname.) 

And at this time of year, they’re focused on 
one night in particular: New Year’s Eve. 

“There’s a lot going on behind the scenes that 
audience doesn’t know about,” the eldest Souza 
said in a Wired video earlier this year. “Our job is 
to make it look easy.” 

It takes nearly 50 full-time employees and 
2,000 licensed pyrotechnic specialists to handle 
the yearly load of firework requests, and months 
of advance planning. 
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“What we're trying to do is always im- 
prove the wow factor,” Souza said. “What can 
we do to get the oohs and the aahs from the 
audience?” 

With the fireworks being so large — a 
pyrotechnic device 10 inches in diameter 
will go an estimated 100 feet into the sky — 
they’re all ignited by computers, not by hand. 

“In 1969, my father was out there firing a 
show by hand with a torch, doing it the way 
wed done it for years and years,” Souza says. 
“In this case, it blew up right next to him. 
That caused serious injury to him and his 
partner, who lost his hand. In the hospital 
that weekend, he said, ‘From this day for- 
ward, we're going to pioneer electric firing. ” 

Today, there’s a high-tech software program 
that triggers the fireworks, and, in keeping with 
Papagaio’s original style, can even launch the ex- 
plosives in time to music. 

For those who have never made it down to 
Embarcadero for the fireworks, you may be sur- 
prised to hear that they’re set off to music. But 
that’s not the only tricky thing to coordinate; 
the shells are all loaded with explosives by hand, 
then programmed into the computer system. 

Jeff Thomas, a full-time show producer 
for Pyro Spectaculars, with more than 3,000 
displays under his belt, manages much of this. 
With fire safety front and center in recent years, 
Thomas has also become an expert in that field, 
working with California’s firefighters to improve 
their training through seminars during the com- 
pany’s quieter months. In recent years, his job 
has been made more complicated. Drones are 
prevalent in the Bay Area, causing new safety 
concerns. 

“Our company is still scratching our heads 
over this,” Thomas told the Chronicle last year. 
“We don’t understand all the parameters and 
restrictions of drones.” 

But months of planning aside, there’s always 
a little stress right before the whole shebang 
goes off. 

“The anxiety starts about three minutes 
before,” Souza says. “We get to the 10-second 
countdown, and at about four, we backtime the 
very first shell to go off. We can see that the 
computer has sent out the signal, it’s lit the fuse, 
it’s fired the shell into the sky, and we can see it’s 
going, it’s going, it’s going ... and on zero: boom.” 


To get a good spot for fireworks this New Year's 
Eve head to Embarcadero between Mission and 
Folsom streets around 11 p.m. The best view can be 
found south of the Ferry Building, and the music that 
accompanies the show is best heard near Pier 14.

With a planned restoration of the Old Mint, this may be the last 
year before New Year’s Eve partygoers at the New Bohemia start 


to notice some changes.

In the coming years, the majestic 
sandstone building that sits on Fifth and Mis- 
sion streets may offer far more uses than a 
New Year’s Eve event. 

For the third year running, New Bohemia 
will gather eclectic DJs and performers on 
multiple dance floors to drink in 2019 — all 
within the confines of the 148-year-old 
Old Mint, which once held a third of the 
country’s gold. But the weighty two-story 
structure is in the planning stages of a grand 
restoration project that could pose some 
changes to the New Year's Eve event in the 
coming years. 

The California Historical Society (CHS) 
and the city have teamed up to turn the 
historic landmark into a viable public space 
that houses a cultural center. A $1 million 
state grant made possible a series of commu- 
nity workshops often attended by history 
fanatics in 2017, from which a consensus de- 
veloped that the building will likely become 
home to the CHS. 

Participants also sug- 
gested the 78,000-square- 
foot space with a courtyard 
should host performances, 
trainings, and community 
meetings, and be accessible 
to all. 

“A building like this will 
never be built again,” says 
Katherine Petrin, architec- 
tural historian and Old Mint 
restoration project manager, 
reciting her new motto. “It 
really deserves to have more 
life in it.” 

The Old Mint — or Gran- 
ite Lady, as it’s affectionately 
known — melted raw metals 
into coins from 1874 until 
1937, when the “New Mint” 
opened at 155 Hermann St. 

The former mint building 
served as federal offices until 
it was designated a national 
historic landmark in 1961, 


and survived a failed 1959 GOOFERMAN 
proposal that would have 

demolished the structure MR. BOU NCEMAN 
to build a plaza and pond 


with its salvaged front step 
columns. It operated as a 
money museum from 1973 KIN 
to 1994, and the city bought 
the Old Mint in 2003 for a 
silver dollar made inside the 
building itself. 
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The current project’s timeline has shifted 
and Petrin now expects a plan ready for the 
Board of Supervisors to look at by the end 
of 2019 while the grant lasts until June. But 
the Old Mint’s continued use as a venue, 
New Year’s Eve parties and all, hasn’t been 
ruled out. 

New Bohemia still has some time before 
the renovation materializes, but partygoers 
may notice the transformation of the venue 
into a public space beyond drinking inside a 
cocoon of history over the next few years. 

But attendees can count on plans for this 
year that includes DJs Syd Gris, Alex Sibley, 
and Rooz mixed with performers like Nona 
Fender & the Benders, Grumpy Princess, 
and trapeze artists — all within the faded 
glory of the Old Mint’s granite and brick 
interior.

Asa symbol of power, the White 


House has been a site of protest from al- 
most the time it was rebuilt in the early 
19th century. Anyone who has witnessed 
or participated in the yelling and 
sign-waving that takes place at 1600 
Pennsylvania Ave. — especially in the 
Donald Trump era — will testify to the 
cacophony of sound and noise directed 
at the neoclassical building. 

What Al Farrow has constructed is a 
kind of silent protest. But because it’s 
an Al Farrow work, The White House is 
both a resounding sculptural feat and 
a resounding cultural commentary. 
Farrow’s White House isn’t white. It’s a 
de-scaled replica weighing almost a ton 
that’s coated in a color that — let’s put 
this kindly — resembles that of a light- 
ly colored bowel movement. In other 
words, shit. The White House doesn’t 
advertise its color scheme on any 
accompanying text. It doesn’t have 
to; art-goers who visit Farrow’s new 
sculpture and exhibit at the Museum 
of Craft and Design can make that 
connection for themselves. Maybe they 
won't see fecal matter. Maybe they'll 
see layers of pollution. Or soot. Or the 
color of corruption. But one thing that 
Farrow hopes they see is a building 
stained by both major political parties, 
not just the current occupant’s. 

“It’s corroded. It’s rusted,” Farrow 
told SF Weekly at the opening-night 
reception for his exhibit. “It’s symbolic 
of the corruption we're experiencing, 
but it’s not only about Trump and 
the Trump White House — it’s really 
about the presidency in general, and 
that over the past 40 or so years, every

president has expanded the powers. 
And Congress has taken less and less 
of its own responsibility. And it’s not 
clear in the sculpture, but symbolically, 
I’m talking about the corrosion of our 
system, and the corrosion of our gov- 
ernment.” 

The title “Al Farrow: Divine Ammu- 
nition,” references Farrow’s penchant 
for making replica religious buildings 
from guns, bullets, and other weapon- 
ry. Farrow built The White House from 
similar materials, along with steel. The 
work’s explicit connection between 
weapons and abuses of power and 
privilege is a motif that carries over to 
his replicas of more overtly religious 
buildings, which he’s been doing for 
more than a decade. 

He gives equal treatment to the 
three great monotheistic faiths, so “Al 
Farrow: Divine Ammunition” — which 
toured the United States for three 
years before arriving at the Museum 
of Craft and Design in Dogpatch — in- 
cludes his 2010 work Bombed Mosque, a 
beautifully haunting replica of a Shiite 
place of worship in Pakistan. Beautiful 
because it faithfully reproduces the 
turquoise tile pattern that is common 
to Shiite mosques across Pakistan, 
Afghanistan, and Iran. And beautiful 
because it faithfully reproduces the 
shimmering dome that is also inherent 
to Shiite mosques. Shiism is a distinct 
branch of Muslim identity, and archi- 
tectural scholars have lauded the sect’s 
mosques in Pakistan, Afghanistan, and 
Iran as some of the highest forms of 
Islamic architecture. 

But in Pakistan, extremists from 
Sunni Islam — the religion’s dominant 
branch — have bombed Shia mosques, 





and the back side of Bombed Mosque is 
cratered in as if ruined in a blast. Un- 
like The White House, the munitions 
that comprise Bombed Mosque are, on 
close inspection, obviously munitions. 
Bullets lie atop other bullets. Hand- 
guns hang above the main entrance. 
And gun barrels comprise the mosque’s 
minarets. Still, from a distance of 20 
feet, the artwork’s guns and bullets 
aren't obviously weaponry. 

“The involvement of religions in war 
is universal and has been all through- 
out history and even pre-history,” 
says Farrow, whose Bombed Mosque is 
owned by Sacramento’s Crocker Art 
Museum. “Socrates was going to be as- 
sassinated because he preached against 
the local religions. So this concept of 
violence and religion goes way back. 
I’m just reflecting our times and our 
cultures today. All the religions are 
involved in violence on one level or 
another. That’s what the work is really 
about. I’ve set things up to not be dog- 
matic — but to be interpretive. I try 
to make it so that it’s not obvious that 
I’m using violent materials. I want peo- 
ple to discover it when they get close.” 

Farrow’s interpretations of build- 
ings, which he calls his Reliquaries 
series, began in 1995, after he visited 
Florence’s San Lorenzo Basilica and 
saw a reliquary that featured a finger 
bone that was bent, as if from a dis- 
figured hand that had experienced 
trauma. Reliquaries can be dazzling 
displays of reverence and death. Like 
an ornate tomb, a traditional reliquary 
contains a person's remains — but 
not just any person. Usually it’s a saint 
or other revered figure. And usually 
the reliquary is adorned with jewels 
and gold to increase the veneration of 
the deceased. The Shrine of the Three 
Kings, a gilded reliquary inside Germa- 
ny’s Cologne Cathedral that supposedly 
houses the body fragments of the three 
magi who visited Christ, epitomizes 
the religious fervor associated with reli- 
quaries. Every year, more than 5 million 
people visit the cathedral and its Shrine 
of the Three Kings. And every year, at 
reliquaries around the world, adherents 
become so emotional that they shake, 
sob, or reach another state of religious 
ecstasy. 

A Brooklyn native who lives in San 
Rafael, Farrow isn’t religious himself. 
He describes himself as “agnostic, from 
a Jewish background.” Weapon-con- 
structed synagogues are also part of his 
Reliquaries series, and his newest one 
— a striking replica of San Francisco’s 
Temple Emanu-E] that features bullets 


and gun barrels — is being exhibited 
for the first time. Farrow made Syna- 
gogue VI (Temple Emanuel) as a private 
commission for a Jewish patron. 
Farrow isn't anti-religion. Far from 

it; he mourns the destruction of reli- 
gious buildings. But it’s often religious 
zealots who destroy the buildings. “Al 
Farrow: Divine Ammunition” features 
a new Vandalized Doors series of large 
doors that Farrow created to resemble 
the damaged entrances of a mosque, 
church, and synagogue. Each door — 
similar to his Reliquaries replicas — is 
made from munitions and looks eerily 
like the real thing. Vandalized Mosque 
Door, which features a cache of ammo 
boxes, is shot with bullet holes that Far- 


row’s friends made with their own guns. 


“We just did an evening of shooting 
— and we shot about 200 bullets in 
there,” he tells SF Weekly. “We took a lot 
of precautions.” 

Seeing all of Farrow’s work in one 
gallery space, especially with people 
milling around and standing over and 
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near realistic-looking mosques, syn- 
agogues, and churches, is like being 

on the set of a Fellini film. “Surreal” is 
one way to put it. Farrow says the vast 
majority of religious-oriented art-goers 
who encounter his work approve: “Td 
say 99.5 percent of the reactions are 
positive, no matter what religion, in- 
cluding Muslims.” And, he says, all his 
art — religious or not, political or not 
— comes with a bigger, unadvertised 
plea. “I don’t have a singular message 
in any of my work,” says Farrow, whose 
regular S.F. gallery, Catharine Clark, 
worked with the Museum of Craft and 
Design on his new exhibit. “My message 
is “Think! Look at the symbols — and 
think.’ I want to lead people to a place 
of wondering. And wherever they go is 
perfect.”

Standing before a sea of grass 
and trees, the man has a rake in his right 
hand and wears the kind of knee pads that 
gardeners often wear. That’s what he is: 
A gardener. But he’s also an undocu- 
mented immigrant from Villahermosa, 
in the south of Mexico, and his Bay Area 
life and Mexican backstory come to life 
in Sofia Cérdova’s Muni bus shelter se- 
ries along Market Street. 

The series depicts six people who 
live in the Bay Area, as part of the San 
Francisco Arts Commission’s “Sanc- 
tuary City” project, which commis- 
sioned four artists to delve into the 
idea of San Francisco as a sanctuary. 
Cérdova, who lives and works in 
Oakland, decided to raise questions 
about religion and sanctuary while 
spotlighting the lives of people she 
met. Her work of the Mexican-Amer- 
ican gardener is topped with a cross, 
and the depicted greenery is shaped 
like Villahermosa’s coat of arms, 
which derives from Spanish colonists. 
One of Cérdova’s six profiled figures is 
Native American, whose people were 
once given sanctuary by the Catholic 
church if they converted to Catholi- 
cism. 

“Often, their safety and the safety 
of their children was predicated on 
a forced sanctuary, where they had 
to abandon their traditional beliefs,” 
Cordova tells SF Weekly. “I wanted 
to talk about the term ‘sanctuary’ as 
being fundamentally slippery. I’m el- 
evating their stories to a level of wor- 
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ship but also questioning the religious 
origin of the term.” 

Cordova’s gardener art features a 
brief biography about him, mention- 
ing that he has a daughter in Mexico 
whom he hasn’t seen for 15 years — 
and that he listens to reggaeton and 
bachata music on his phone. Cordova, 
who has a piece in the YBCA’s new 
“Bay Area Now” exhibit, titled her 
bus-shelter series A Body Reorganized. 

The Mexican-American gardener 
has his face mostly obscured — as do 
many of the other people she worked 
with for the series because they risk 
deportation or other legal issues. Still, 
a Chinese immigrant in the series 
posed proudly, his hand over his chest 
as he looks straight into Cordova’s 
camera. The immigrant was a student 
leader of China’s 1989 pro-democracy 
movement that led to the Tiananmen 
Square protests and massacre. He was 
jailed multiple times in China. 

“He says he’s a proud dissident,” 
Cordova says. “He’s re-finding his life 
in the United States, and reconnect- 
ing with other dissidents. Something 
beautiful has come out of that: He’s told 
lots of members of that community 
about the experience of sitting for me, 
and they’ve all been reaching out to 
me. And I’ve been getting lots of emails 
from him and others about how the ex- 
perience has felt empowering. And I’m 
following their plight as they become 
naturalized as much as possible.”

Much of 
Never-Ending Man is Miyazaki rumi- 
nating about his place in the brave 
new digital world as a geezer who’s al- 
ready lived a full life, but can’t imag- 
ine not working, even if it means 
learning new tricks such as using a 
tablet rather than a pencil and paper. 
But his real concern proves to be less

It’s safe to say that ramen-ma- 
nia has long since peaked, although it 
hasn't yet entered its drag-racing-in-Mi- 
ami or hotboxing-its-private-jet phases. 
The days of people deliriously waiting for 
hours and hours for soup are seemingly 
over, but ramen shops are still opening 
up in San Francisco. In the case of Ra- 
menwell, which took over the space once 
occupied by the beloved Ken Ken Ramen 
— which closed for “a variety of per- 
sonal, financial, and professional rea- 
sons” on March 31 — the focus isn’t on 
outlandish attention-grabbing but on 
doing just a few things properly. 
Chef-owner and Chicago native 
Harold Jurado serves only four bowls 
of ramen — each in the $14 to $15 
range, with add-ons — and four appe- 
tizers, one of which is edamame and 
another of which is a daikon-seaweed 
salad that is exactly the same as the 
sum of its parts. Dessert? There is soft- 
serve, in matcha green tea and taro. 
(Taro is better if you're acclimated 
to dessert being sweet, but more so 
because the texture is so much richer 
— almost Smitten-esque.) Fun sakes, 
like a melony-creamy Dassai Nigori, 
and admirably off-the-beaten-path 
beers like Evil Twin Bushido and Marz 


Community Jungle Boogie, populate 
the alcohol list. 

For starters, the beef tataki ($17) 
is beautiful and snappy, a combination 
of yuzu and garlic on the flash-seared 
meat. Should it melt in the mouth a 
little more? Possibly, but it evolved out 
of an earlier carpaccio presentation — 
and you can tell there’s arrested ambi- 
tion busting out in any given appetizer 
that costs more than all the mains. 
But the pork tonkotsu stands out from 
its rivals in town in that the chashu is 
very bacon-like in texture and flavor, 
with a sort of barbecued smokiness 
that translates well to the broth. 

The mushroom shoyu, though, is 
one-dimensional. Alternating between 
spoon and chopsticks, it’s very hard 
to escape what might be the most 
irresponsible statement in food criti- 
cism: “I wanted to like it, but....” Just 
peer into the bowl, with its half dozen 
mushrooms, from shiitake and king 
trumpets to slender enoki wrapped 
in a bouquet, plus the requisite yolky 
egg, and it’s impossible not to glean 
the labor and love that went into this. 
The broth itself is tea-colored, like a 
pond in a virgin ecosystem untrampled 
by humans. But it’s under-seasoned 
in a particular way that salt would not 
improve and chili oil really only masks. 


Earthiness is the X-factor of Kingdom 
Fungi, but these mushrooms get lost 
in a crowd. 

The spicy tori tantanmen is the best 
ramen, although you might say the 
center of gravity is in the chicken and 
not the broth. The soft-poached egg 
functions best in this context, and the 
chicken looks almost like ground beef 
and tastes somewhat like seafood — 
with just enough chili oil to break into 
a sweat. 

Even with these minor variations 
on expectations, the thing is, does the 
dinner-only Ramenwell have enough 
personality to attract a following? The 
walls are millennial pink, trendy to the 
point of basic, and while one of them 
has a quilted-looking objet d’art that 
could have come from the studio of 
Judy Chicago, the space feels unfin- 
ished. Add to that the severely pared- 
down menu, with its list of toppings 
that can easily make an average-priced 
bowl of ramen into a fairly expensive 
one, and Ramenwell doesn’t seem 
to signify a virtuoso’s inward-facing 
determination but a state of incom- 
pletion.

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Secrets of the 
Much-Imitated 
Breakfast

“I remember being terrified,” 
Jake Godby recalls of the first day of Hum- 
phry Slocombe, the ice-cream shop he and 
cofounder Sean Vahey opened on Harri- 
son Street in December 2008. “And I re- 
member my mom calling a lot. We had, 
what, eight flavors?” 

In those early days, the two of them 
worked every shift, open to close, six 
days a week, and they came in on Mon- 
days to get other stuff done, too. They 
closed at 8 p.m., which feels almost 
bizarrely early considering that most 
people regard ice cream as dessert. But 
they just weren't sure demand would 
be there. These days, some of Humphry 
Slocombe’s scoop shops, which now 
include locations in the Ferry Building, 
The Hive in Uptown Oakland, and Ven- 
ice, now stay open as late as midnight. It 
wasn't long, though, before Vahey and 
Godby hired a few staff, including one 
whose family lent the wall-mounted, 
two-headed calf that has become H.S.’s 
emblem. Another employee allegedly got 
the job because she kept Vahey’s drink 
replenished at their opening party. 

“These girls are amazing,” Vahey says, 
only partly kidding. “But whoever keeps 
my Champagne full? That’s the one.” 

Godby and Vahey were my bosses at 
my final back-of-house food position. 

I worked at Humphry Slocombe in the 
spring and summer of 2010, a heady pe- 
riod when The New York Times Magazine 
profiled the shop and the line could be 
45 minutes long on a sunny day. As part 
of the vanguard of the foodie revolution, 
and with tens of thousands of Twitter 





followers almost right out of 
the gate, Humphry Slocombe 
and its puckish approach 

to a fairly staid dessert felt 
new and exciting. Remember 
when “Phish Food” seemed 
oh-so-radical? Instead, they 
have a tampon dispenser in the 
restroom, a faux-Warhol paint- 
ing of soup cans that includes 
a ‘fetal kitten” flavor, anda 
brownie sundae topped with 
Balsamic Caramel ice cream, 
whipped cream, and amarena 
cherries that’s called a Gabba 
Gabba Hey. 

Working there at that time 
was, to put it frankly, very 
difficult. Since ice cream needs 
to set in a blast freezer overnight, you 
effectively make tomorrow’s ice cream 
today, and nothing bummed me out 
quite like working without stopping for 
nine hours only to see the 12 flavors 
dwindle to eight, or even six. Perspiring 
heavily while making a tasty frozen treat 
was a perverse fact of life. [had a gross 
psychosomatic rash that looked like poi- 
son oak and would magically reappear on 
my right wrist within 10 minutes of en- 
tering the shop. (I have no food allergies 
that I’m aware of.) I love to cook, but it is 
not where my true talent lies. 

And he denies it now, but at the time, 
Vahey suspected I might be behind a par- 
ody Twitter account that used the tagline 
“Edgy fuckin’ ice cream, bitches!” and 
sold flavors like Creole Blackened Peach 
Fuzz and Zebra Chorizo Pancake. 

In the years since, Godby and Vahey 
have managed to delegate many of 
their original tasks. One of their major 
investors is Salt, the company that’s also 
involved with other late-aughts staples of 
S.E dining, like Bacon Bacon. 

“We just do what we're good at,” 
Godby says. “I never have to deal with 
anything that’s an acronym again.” 

“I still get in and scoop sometimes,” 
Vahey adds, “but I can’t ring anything up 
anymore.” 

Remembering when their goals and 
ambitions were limited to “get it open, 
stay open, don’t cry,’ they nonetheless 
have 75 employees now, many of whom 





are dedicated to packing pints and mak- 
ing cones. The best-selling flavor remains 
Secret Breakfast, a combination of toast- 
ed corn flakes and bourbon that is also 
a boon to the scoopers’ wrists, since the 
presence of alcohol means it never fully 
hardens. Blue Bottle Vietnamese Coffee 
remains a close second, and Malted Milk 
Chocolate isn’t far behind. (It’s difficult 
to make, but Chocolate Smoked Sea Salt 
was always my favorite flavor, and it’s 
usually found in pint form these days.) 
Godby, whose last job before this 
was as a pastry chef at Coi, creates “90 
percent” of the flavors himself, and 
some are more popular than others. The 
prosciutto ice cream that so repelled and 
attracted people way back when is more 
of a novelty than anything. It was always 
a struggle to get people interested in Salt 
& Pepper — which tastes fine enough on 
its own, but it’s strength is that it makes 
other flavors pop — and by Godby’s own 
admission, Brown Sugar Fennel could 
be described as “everybody who tastes 
it, loves it, but nobody wants to try it.” 
But others, like After School Special — 
chocolate-covered potato chips in vanilla 
ice cream, with a caramel ribbon, and 
originally only available at the now-de- 
funct Valencia Street restaurant Spork 
— have thrived. A decade on, Humphry 
Slocombe is something of an O.G. player 
in what you might call “third-wave ice 
cream,” with more than a few imitators in 
other cities.

“There's room for every- 
one,” Godby says, displaying 
a picture on his phone of 
an ice-cream shop in New 
York with an obvious Secret 
Breakfast knockoff. “But 
some people are a little more 
blatant about it. I feel like we 
were in front of a trend, and 
now people are following a 
trend.” 

Ever the more extravert- 
ed of the two, Vahey adds, “It 
definitely feels like an honor 
to be listed up there with 
Bi-Rite.” 

So if you ever stumble 
upon a boozy flavor called 
“Grandpa’s Breakfast” or 
“Breakfast of Champions,” you know 
where it came from. And for all the occa- 
sional hype, it is excellent ice cream — 
and they keep coming up with ideas. Har- 
vey Milk (vanilla with honey and graham 
crackers) and an Earl-Grey-with-burnt- 
lemon flavor called Volta after the Cirque 
du Soleil show of the same name are also 
big, and along with many of the greatest 
hits they'll be available all month in the 
run-up to the 10th anniversary, which 
culminates in a party on Saturday, Dec. 
28 from noon to midnight. The Mission 
shop will have free scoops — with a $1 
suggested donation to the food-delivery 
nonprofit Project Open Hand — plus im- 
proved flavors like Government Cheez-It, 
a play on Jake’s pow-orange cheese ice 
cream, only with some enriched-flour 
Kellogg crackers in there. It’s part of a 
five-scoop “charcuterie board” for $7.50. 

No matter what, it can’t freak people 
out more than the adorable, two-headed 
bovine monstrosity, which is still on 
loan from its original owners. 

“I remember kids being startled and 
parents being like, ‘Don’t look!’ Then the 
kids are like, ‘Make me!’ I think we’re 
weirdos and it’s such a fun, weird thing 
to have.”

and-pop Italian restaurant where you 
always bring your favorite bottle of Bar- 
bera. But Uptown already has the booze 
— not to mention a pool table anda 
jukebox. On Saturdays and Sundays, 
the bar opens at noon, offering a “Bring 
Your Own Brunch” special for which 
they only charge $5 for Bloody Marys 
and mimosas. Half the fun of coming to 
Uptown for breakfast, besides the cheap 
cocktails, is personalizing each visit 
with the components of brunch. It’s 
only fitting that patrons should support 
a 35-year-old bar that suffered an exis- 
tential crisis when longtime owner 
Scott Ellsworth died in 2014, but whose 
future seems secure. Here is a short list 
of perfect little spots for putting to- 
gether a saloon spread: 


Church Street Groceteria 
300 Church St. 

This cluttered grab-and-go market 
makes gooey little breakfast sand- 
wiches on English muffins. Similar 
to a New York bodega, it’s fully 
equipped with a sandwich station 
and a glass case full of cold cuts and 
mayonnaise-based salads. Wrapped in 
checkered paper, the egg-and-cheese 
only costs $2.49 (or $4.29 with the 
addition of avocado, bacon, or ham). 


Katz Bagel Bakery 
3147 16th St. 
Now that we’ve picked up a handful of 





warm, cheesy sandwiches, bagels are 
next. At this underrated shop that 
boils its own bagels — and serves 10 
different types of schmears — order 
a big bag of them and a few tiny tubs 
of chive, sun-dried tomato, lox, and 
honey-date cream cheese for a delec- 
table buffet. Each spread ranges from 
$2.95-$4.50, so you might as well 
throw in some whitefish salad too 
while you're at it. 


Bi-Rite Market 
3639 18th St. 
Bi-Rite has some of the ripest and 
prettiest produce around, and it can’t 
hurt to throw in a little fresh fruit 
with all the cholesterol and booze. (It 
helps with the guilt.) Given that we 
are right in the middle of citrus sea- 
son, pick up some oranges, tangelos, 
and maybe a grapefruit to comple- 
ment the heavier portions of your 
bounty. 

And there you have it, the perfect 
“BYOB” picnic. All that’s left to do 
is skip on over to Uptown for cheap 
drinks and 25-cent rock-’n’-roll songs. 
There is no pressure to eat and get out. 
No starving family staring at you as 
they await their turn to eat. There is 
no $15 avocado toast — and no line.

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Cults and the Allure

The relationship between making 
great music and working in a way that 
feels optimal may not be one-to-one. For 
Madeline Follin and Brian Oblivion of 
the New York synthpop duo Cults, it 
might even be inversely proportional. 

“We always say, ‘We’re not going to 
do that!’ but we always do this back- 
wards way of writing songs where we 
just work for months and months and 
months on the music and then do all 
the vocals later,” Oblivion says. “We 
keep trying to break that habit. We’re 
going to write it all in a room on acous- 
tic guitar, like Neil Young, rather than 
layering keyboards over guitars.” 

Cults broke through in 2010 with 
“Go Outside,” a beautiful song with a 
theme of liberation that just so hap- 
pens to have a video consisting of foot- 
age from Jim Jones’ People’s Temple in 
Guyana. It’s still jarring in light of the 
40th anniversary of that mass mur- 
der-suicide late last month, and Obliv- 
ion says the Jonestown Institute was 
very supportive. (That organization’s 
mission is to preserve the history so 
that a similar tragedy never happens, 
not to rehabilitate Jones’ image.) 
Watching the video, you see images 
a racially integrated group of people 
working and praying together, and it’s 
hard not to suspend your disbelief and 
wish them well — at first. It gets mor- 
bid after the three-minute mark. 

“We didn't really know anything 
about sampling or legal rights,” Obliv- 
ion says, adding that the Jonestown 
Institute “let us use all the footage 
for free. It was a crazy idea our art di- 
rector came up with, looking through 
all these ideas we were sent for music 
videos. This guy we were working with 
was like, ‘I have this one, it’s really 
nuts — and I have to tell you because | 
think it’s really cool!’ ” 

Cults has won wide acclaim for Fol- 
lin’s vocals and the way they operate as 
a fulcrum between darkness and light. 
On 2017’s Offering, though, much of 
the shadows retreated into a daytime 
haz 
track, “I Took Your Picture with My 
Eyes Closed.” Film school dropouts, 
they’ve contributed to cinematic en- 
deavors such as scoring a Canadian 
horror film for which they produced 48 
minutes of music in four or five takes.

And they still love a good Biblical ref- 
erence. 

Follin and Oblivion can decry their 
working habits all the want, but even- 
tually you reach a certain point in the 
artistic process where changing things 
up presents its own risks — namely, 
would it still be the same band? Obliv- 
ion recently read a biography of The 
Cure and was fairly stunned to learn 
that that band would initially lay down 
the instrumental tracks and Robert 
Smith would disappear for a month be- 
fore resurfacing to do the vocals. 

“We've always worked with the 
same engineer and been really insular,” 
Oblivion says. “We don’t play our mu- 
sic even for our manager or anyone in 
our [live] band until it’s done — and 
it’s ludicrous. We should be more open 
and it should be this fun thing where 





we involve other people but we don’t 
really know how to do that.” 

Oblivion — who considers himself 
a “respectful atheist” — and Follin, 
who's “still figuring it out” grew up 
partly in and around the Bay Area be- 
fore they lived in San Diego. Their mu- 
tual fascination with alternative forms 
of spirituality deepened in Southern 
California, and Oblivion lived very 
near the house where 39 members of 
the Heaven’s Gate cult took their own 
lives in 1997. It may surprise exactly 
no one to learn that Cults likes to 
perform in churches, and they play 
The Chapel on Wednesday, Dec. 19, in 
a sold-out show. It’s their only stop in 
S.F., an anomaly on this go-round. 

“Most of this tour is two shows in 
one city, because we've never had the 
chance to explore the cities that we go 
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to,” Follin says, echoing the itinerant 
rock star’s lament. “Our drummer 
owns a venue in San Diego and sug- 
gested that we play two shows in one 
night at a smaller venue — and it was 
so so much more fun to have a more 
intimate show. The vibe was so differ- 
ent.” 

However, Cults also played a show 
at the decidedly secular Sierra Nevada 
Brewery earlier this summer, the first 
in a series that had previously been 
“country stuff,” as Follin puts it. 

“It’s my favorite beer in the world,” 
Oblivion says. “I think I just bought so 
much, that I got on some kind of list.”

Preoccupied 


Mike Wallace, the irrepressible drummer for Preoccupations, brings a zest for life, on and off stage.

The live performances 
of Preoccupations, the four- 
piece post-punk band from Cal- 
gary, are captivating for several 
reasons. There is the brooding 
presence of bassist and lead 
singer Matt Flegel, the tetchy, 
kinetic energy of guitarist 
Danny Christiansen, and the 
tinkering virtuosity of multi-in- 
strumentalist Scott “Monty” 
Munro. 

But the real action hap- 
pens in the back. 

That is the domain of 
drummer Mike Wallace, a 
manic machine of flailing 
limbs and boundless dy- 
namism. With his shirt off 
and his bright blond hair 
thrashing about, Wallace isa 
captivating presence whose 
frenzied and relentless ap- 
proach to the drums provides 
each gig with that thrilling 
sense of uncertainty. While it 
always looks like he’s about to fly off 
the handle and lose control, he never 
fails to be the anchor for the group’s 
captivating setup. 

“T always tell myself that I need to 
chill out and be more calm, focus on 
my breathing and just relax a little,” 
says Wallace, whose group will play 
with Protomartyr at the Independent 
on Tuesday, Dec. 18. “Then I get, like, 
two-to-four bars into a set, and I just 
want to put everything into it. It’s too 
much fun. Not trying to embrace that 
would be a crime.” 

Wallace brings that same restless 
zeal to his life beyond music. As a high 
school student, Wallace hitchhiked up 
and down the west coast of Canada, ea- 
ger to explore the beautiful environs of 
his home country. At 19, he decamped 
to India, where he lived with Pandit Sa- 
mar Saha, a famed tabla drummer. 

“T would usually spend the first 
hour of every day just casually sitting 
beside this amazing musician,” Wallace 
says. ‘I would have tea and read the 
paper and just kind of hang out. It was 
the most humbling experience to have 
that opportunity, and that will live 
with me forever.” 

Despite witnessing abject poverty, 
India captivated Wallace, and his expe- 
rience there fueled his desire to see the 
world. From his colorful social media 
postings, Wallace remains a dedicated 
traveler, often ending up in exotic lo- 
cales across Southeast Asia. 
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Those adventures have not come 
without their pitfalls. As one might 
expect from a fearless — or perhaps 
impulsive? — global wanderer, Wallace 
has found himself in a tight situation 
or two. In 2016, Wallace published an 
article in Consequence of Sound, detail- 
ing the five times he “almost died,” a 
compendium that included a brutal 
foray into amateur fighting, a near-fa- 
tal spider bite, and getting drugged 
(and possibly kidnapped) in Thailand. 

Wallace says he added to that list 
of close encounters during a recent 
stay in Bali. After a day of surfing, he 
attempted to ride home on his motor- 
bike. But a mishap in the mud led to 
him smashing his big toe on the bike, 
essentially cleaving his toenail off. 

“T ended up in a clinic with one 
guy holding my leg down, the doctor 
pulling my toenail off, and another 
guy videotaping the whole thing,” says 
Wallace. “I basically paid $125 fora 
form of medieval torture.” 

While he still has the nomadic itch, 
Wallace is mostly confined to Toronto 
these days (when he’s not touring or 
recording with Preoccupations). In his 
adopted hometown, Wallace usually 
spends his time chatting with Patrick 
Flegel, former lead singer of the post- 
rock group Women. Comprised of the 
Flegel brothers — Matt on bass and 
Patrick on lead vocals — Wallace on 
drums and Christopher Reimer on 
guitar, Women infamously disbanded 
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after an on-stage melee during a 2010 
show. Reimer died tragically in 2012, 
and Wallace said there is absolutely no 
hope that Women will ever reform for 
any sort of “cheesy” reunion tour. 
Following the dissolution of Wom- 
en, Wallace spent time in New York, 
playing in a series of unfulfilling proj- 
ects that left him pining for Calgary, 
to which he eventually returned. Back 
home, he connected again with his 
longtime friends Flegel, Munro, and 
Christiansen for a recording project 
that eventually evolved into Viet Cong, 
a name that generated a great deal of 
pushback (and some cancelled gigs). 
The band officially debuted in 2012 
with no expectations for success, but 
following the positive response to their 
debut EP, Cassette, the quartet steadily 
moved upward, buoyed by strong crit- 
ical acclaim and a burgeoning fanbase. 
Their self-titled debut album as Viet 
Cong landed on numerous best-of lists 
for 2015, and their two albums as Pre- 
occupations (2016's Preoccupations and 
this year’s New Material) have been re- 
ceived warmly by fans and critics alike. 
Although the group initially made 
their name by specializing in uncom- 
promisingly bleak post-punk tunes, 
they have since broadened their hori- 
zons to include warmer, more synth- 
based new-wave recordings. While 
Flegel and Munro compose the songs 
together and Christiansen provides 
the guitar histrionics, Wallace is the

foundation of the group, 
with his versatile drum- 
ming prowess allowing 
the group to explore their 
myriad sounds. 

His playing can be cav- 
ernous and booming, like 
on his death-march intro 
to “Newspaper Spoons,” 
but he can also pull back 
the reins and render soft, 
mutable rhythms as he 
does on the elegy “Forbid- 
den.” On tracks such as 
“Disarray,” he does his best 
Fab Moretti impression, 
effortlessly recreating 
the synthetic sounds of a 
drum machine, but on the 
11-minute epic “Death,” 
he is all raw human emo- 
tion, attacking the kit with 
a desperate energy. 

“We all give ourselves a 
lot of freedom to explore,” 
says Wallace. “We all listen 
to such different music, 
and all have different in- 
fluences and ideas. We have no desire 
to stay the same — there is no point 
to it. If I was playing the same songs in 
the same styles in the same cities every 
tour, I'd lose my fucking mind.” 

That willingness to take risks is 
clearly an endemic personality trait 
for Wallace, and just like his penchant 
for wandering the world has placed 
him in some sticky situations, so too 
has his predilection for unpredictable 
onstage capers. During one memorable 
performance, he cracked his wrist on 
his drum kit, forcing him to play with 
just one hand (aided by some other 
drummers) for a marathon six-show 
session at South by Southwest in 2015. 
Despite his on-the-edge theatrics, Wal- 
lace insists he is making strides in his 
quest for more self-control. 

“T remember when I was a teenager, 
it was really hard for me to just sit for 
like a full set,” Wallace says. “I would 
bail out, mid-song all the time. People 
would look back, and be like, ‘Where 
the fuck is the drummer?’ and I'd be 
sprawled out on the floor. Well, I don’t 
do that anymore, so I must be getting 
better. Maybe by the time I turn 50, 

I'll be able to make it through a whole 
show without anything happening.”

Kyle Gass and Jack Black, better known as Tenacious D — 
or perhaps “the greatest band of all time” — have returned 
to rock the world once again with their fourth album 
Post-Apocalypto and an accompanying animated series, 
drawn entirely by Black himself. The absurdist, metal-loving 
comedy-rock duo’s journey to the top is an unlikely one, but 
with a blend of irresistible showmanship and hilariously 
creative songwriting, “KG” and “JB” have honorably etched 
their names into the halls of rock-’n’-roll history. Having 
met in an acting troupe in Los Angeles during the 1980s, 
and becoming best friends only after not getting along, they 
began performing as Tenacious D in 1994. The D soon be- 


came cult favorites within L.A.’s underground comedy 
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scene, with actor David Cross noticing them early on. (Cross 
would later help co-produce Tenacious D’s self-titled HBO 
series along with the band.) That show catapulted Tenacious 
D into a nationwide phenomenon by the time their 2001 
self-titled debut album was released, also around the same 
time Black’s acting career was on its ascent. Instead of giving 
HBO full creative control, the pair opted to make their own 
movie instead, resulting in 2006's The Pick of Destiny. Filled 
with vividly over-the-top lyricism, Post-Apocalypto is a hilari- 
ous concept album that hears the duo travel through a 
post-apocalyptic wasteland, with legitimately touching mo- 
ments that are better left unspoiled.

New York’s Le1f has been a dynamic force within hip-hop 
since his early days as a left-field beatmaker, but the rap- 
per-producer has since taken center stage, releasing some of 
the most inventive material one can find within the genre. 
Born Khalif Diouf, he initially turned heads by producing 
tracks for the short-lived Das Racist, notably their hit single 
“Combination Pizza Hut and Taco Bell.” Diouf’s 2012 debut 
mixtape Dark York established Le1f as a solo artist to watch, 
with the catchy single “Wut” exploding online. Le1f has 
since become a central figure within NYC’s LGBT hip-hop

Forcing sex workers off 
the internet won’t end sex work, the stated 
goal of anti-sex-work crusaders, but it will 
make sex work more dangerous—which tells us 
everything we need to know about the motives 
of anti-sex-work crusaders. While they claim 
to oppose sex work because it’s dangerous, 
they push policies that make sex work more 
dangerous. Sex workers weren't just advertising 
online, they were organizing—in addition to 
honing and making the political argument for 
decriminalizing sex work, they were screening 
potential clients and sharing information with 
each other about dangerous clients. Just like 
anti-choice/anti-abortion crusaders, anti-sex-
